Even more numerous 
is the group long resident in New York but keeping in touch with 
things “at home/' Country newspapers have been much ridiculed 
by such sophisticated minds as Mr. Mencken, but they have a re­ 
markably firm hold on the affection of their readers. 
At a recent meeting of the National Editorial association at 
Memphis, Mr. Merle Crowell, editor of The American Magazine, 
took a few shots at “the cynical city journalists” who make fun 
of the social columns and other personal items in rural papers. 
He said that these features are the most important. They are the 
news for which the community subscribes. Foreign, national and 
state news is, of course, given some space, but it can be read in 
the magazines or in the Sunday paper from the nearest city. Even 
the movie news reel and the radio, which are as popular in the 
country as in town, are no substitute for the neighborhood news 
supplied by the local paper. 
Many country newspapers have a large circulation in propor­ 
tion to the population they serve. 
Owners and editors are not 
paid nowadays in produce but in bard cash, and many of them are 
running highly profitable papers. 
It is actually the ambition of 
many city journalists to buy and operate a paper in a rural dis­ 
trict. Some have done so, and no matter how much they were pre­ 
viously amused by tho innocent informality of such newspapers, 
they have conscientiously preserved it later. 
When three-fourths 
of the village subscribes, as is often the case, ii must be because 
the local news is fully covered. 
All those fascinating bits of in­ 
formation about births, deaths and marriages, who entertained 
whom, what the ladies wore, the refreshments served and so forth 
are absorbing interest. 
These are the things for which present 
New Yorkers and former Middle Westerners or Southerners look 
when the paper from home reaches them. 
It is almost as satis­ 
fying as a good, gossipy letter. 
There is no mystery about the success of such publications, 
nor about ridicule by “ the cynical city journalists.” 
Both come 
from the same fundamental cause—the wealth of intimate infor­ 
mation they contain. 
It has been said that New York’s most in­ 
tellectual circles do not scorn a dish of gossip about absent mem­ 
bers. 
Country and city people are, after all, very much alike. 
When a smart city editor or column conductor laughs at the per­ 
sonal items and points a scornful finger at bland rusticity, he is 
taking an easy way to make a rather pointless joke and is hi all 
probability envious of his country cousin.— New York Times.

And for the first 
time she saw such things as trees, street cars, big buildings, 
crowds of people, electric lights and telephones. 
She bombarded her companions with questions. 
“What 
makes that car move?" “Is that a tree? 
I’ve seen them in pic­ 
tures.” What are those wires hanging on that pole?" 
Of all the millions of people who walked London’s s tr e e ts 
that day, she was undoubtedly the most to be envied. To the oth­ 
ers the city might have been familiar and uneventful enough; ac­ 
tually monotonous, perhaps, with a drab sameness to its endless 
succession of brick buildings and paved streets. 
But not to her. 
To her every step of the way was surrounded by miracles. 
The 
most ancient, ramshackle taxicab was a seven-days; a soot- 
grimed, bedraggled tree by the sidewalk was a marvel; a Hashing 
electric sign a flaming portent. 
What would most of us not give 
to be able to see the world in that light! 
\ et, for all thai, the world can be as wonderful and miracu­ 
lous to us as it was to that girl. 
It is the same world, after all. 
The difference is in the eyes that see it. 
lf we continually look 
for the expected and the obvious, we shall see them and nothing 
else. 
But if we are alert for tin1 new, the strange and the beau­ 
tiful, we shall see them, too, in great measure. 
Did you ever see the sunrise over a town or city in the sum­ 
mertime? The streets are empty and quiet, hushed as if awaiting 
a sign. 
The sky pales, grows bright, and high clouds are touched 
w ith gold. 
Building— ordinary, prosaic stores—are transfigured 
into strange temples, shining and noble. 
The city is not the city 
you know but a new, better place; a place fit for immortal men 
and women to live in. 
You need not live on a desert island to find such wonders in 
daily life. 
You can have them all the time if you have the eyes 
to see them. Life is more marvelous than we often think. When 
it seems otherwise the fault is our own.

Albany, N. Y.—Four almost price­ 
less belts of Indian wampum recently 
added to the collection In the New 
York state museum make it one Of 
the finest groups of these “historical 
documents” In the world. 
Tile belts were left to the museum 
by the will of Anna Treadwell Timeli­ 
er, whose husband, John Boyd Timeli­ 
er, purchased them in ISOM for $500. 
The four new belts in the collection 
are known os the Hiawatha belt, the 
Washington Covenant belt, the Wam­ 
pum to Mark the First Sight of Pale­ 
faces and the Champlain belt. 
The Hiawatha belt is believed here 
to ba the original record of the forma­ 
tion of the Iroquois league. The exact 
age of the belt Is unknown, but it Is 
believed to have been made In the 
middle of the Sixteenth century. 
The Washington Covenant belt was 
the one most highly prized by the 
wampum keepers of the Onondaga na­ 
tion. It derives I ts /mine from its use 
during 
the 
Presidency 
of 
George 
Washington as a covenant of peace 
between the thirteen original states 
which he represented and the six na­ 
tions of the Iroquois. 
The third belt was made by tile Iro­ 
quois to commemorate the “sight of 
the first palefaces,” 
but 
It 
is 
not 
known whether this reference is to 
Spaniards, French or Dutch. 
The Champlain belt Is virtually a 
duplicate of the Gen. Eli S. Parker 
belt, also a part of the collection. It 
commemorates the excursion of Sam 
uel Champlain Into the country of the 
Iroquois in 1G09. 
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Use Temple of Heaven 
as Army Storehouse 
Peking.—The Temple of Heaven, 
whose dome of blue Is one of the 
capital’s crowning 
glories raid 
the 
first landmark to greet tile traveler 
coming to Peking from the seacoast, 
has been 
converted 
to 
a 
military 
storehouse. 
On the plea of military necessity 
the temple inclosure, with its great 
white marble altar on which the em­ 
perors for hundreds of years made 
the annual New Year sacrifices to 
Hie Supreme Being, and its beautiful 
wooded parkland, bus been closed to 
the general public. 
Only privileged 
visitors, with pusses from high offi- 
elal quarters, may enter and view 
these wonders under the eyes of army 
officers, alert to prevent prying into 
military secrets. 
Until 
recently 
the 
temple 
itsell 
was filled with explosives and am­ 
munition for Marshal Chang Tso-lin’s 
armies, so that a careless soldier’* 
cigarette or an enemy’s match might 
have destroyed what is generally con 
sidered the lightest triumph of ("Iii 
nose architecture. 
Now greater con­

the 
“Groat 
Lofty 
Shrine,” bus caused the removal oJ 
these stores to the Hall of Abstinence, 
a less holy building in which the em­ 
perors rested and fasted in prepara­ 
tion for tho ancient rites. 
The Temple of Heaven is the crea­ 
tion of tile architects of Yung Lo 
greatest of the Ming emperors, who 
ruled 500 years ago.
